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7 T E Appellants, in the firſt Paragraph of the ſaid Caſe, ſet forth, 


| That John late Lord Bellem, and Mary his Wife, did, by Deed 
duly Executed, in the year 1667, ſettle certain Manors, Towns, 
and Lands, to the uſe of ſaid Lord John for Life, with Remain- 
ders over: But induſtriouſly conceal'd, that the ſaid Deed was perfected 
in Execution of Marriage Articles, bearing Date the 28th day of Novem- 


ber, 1663; tho” in the ſaid Deed of 1667, it be expreſs'd, That the ſame 
was in Execution of the ſaid Marriage Articles. 


In the Paragraph, containing the fourth Cauſe of their Appeal, tis ſaid, 
the Appellants obtain'd a Verdict, and thereby laid aſide a falſe Deed, by 
which they wou'd inſinuate, that the Reſpondent Lord Bellew did ſet up a 
forg*d Deed ; and it is to be admir'd, the Appellants would venture to caſt 
ſuch a Reflection on the ſaid Deed, conſidering, that their own Council 
and Witneſs did, in his Evidence to the Jury, declare, That the ſame 
was laid before him in the year 1693, ten years before the commence- 
ment of the Appellants Suit for their Portion, and long before the Death 
of Lord Walter Bellew: And that on comparing it with the Original 
Articles perfected by ſaid Lord John, which were laid before him by the 
ſaid Lord Walter, he found no difference or variation, except in the fol- 
lowing words, vir: Who is to have her own Eſtate in ſeparate Mainte- 
' nance, Which words are no ways material to the matter now in Diſ- 
pute; nor. was it in any of the Pleadings in the ſaid Cauſe ever ſo much 
as inſinuated, that the ſaid Decd was Forged, or that there was any vari- 


ation between the fame and the Articles perfected by Lord John; but the ” 


ſaid immaterial Words, which they pretended were inſerted ſince the ſame 
were perſected; nor did the ſaid Verdict affect the ſaid produced Articles 
in any other reſpe&; which. ſhews the falſity of the Inſinuation wheres» 
95 Appellants ſuggeſted that they had laid aſide a falſe Deed by Ver- 


The Appellants in the Paragraph containing their firſt Anſwer to the 
Cauſes of Lord Bellem's Appeal, ſay, They hope your Loraſhips will not think 
fit to ſend the Parties back into Ireland, and thereby afford an Opportanity of 
ſetting ap another Deed, or ſome other Evidence not yet heard of in the Cauſe ; 
which Inſinuation the Lord Bellem conceives to be a ſcandalous Reflecton, 
and can't but wonder that the Appellants, who by a very unfair Practice, 
pinn'd him down to a narrow improper Iſſue, which they knew upon the 
(till then) conceal'd Evidence of their own Council, wou'd be found 
againſt him, ſhowd now venture to ſupport the ſaid Practice, by the faid 
moſt ſcandalous Reflection. or 
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And fince the Queſtion in { Chancery of Ireland, was, Whether or 
no Lord John did perfect Articles on his Inter-marriage with the ſaid Mary, 
whereby he was reſtrain'd from having the ſaid unlimited Power of char- 
ging his Eftate with his Debts, or otherwiſe as he ſhou'd think fit, and tho LD 
| the faid Queſtion has not been yet determin'd on a proper Iſſue, the 
aid Lord Belew humbly hopes your Lordſhips will determine the mat- 
ter on the very Articles fworn to by the Appellants own Witneſs, in which 
the ſaid, Lord Belem is willing: to acquieſce, notwitliſtanding the fame was 
 theonly Evidence given againſt him on the ſaid Tryal: or order a new 
5 ig on ſuch an Iſſue, as may ſet the Articles perlecdedd, by the ſaid Lord
